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Cuba Steals 
$770 Million 
Dollars Worth 
Of Property

HAVANA (AP) — Armed Cuban 
militiamen were in full control of 
most of the American property in 
Cuba today following its national­ 
ization by Fidel Castro’s regime. 
The revolutionary government’s 
new retaliation against the United 
States came only a few hours be­ 
fore the island’* Roman Catholic 
hierarchy warned against “the in­ 
creasing advance of communism 
un our country.” 
It was the church's first official 
criticism of the steadily increas 
ing influence of the Communist 
bloc on the Castro regime. 
Prime Minister Castro and his 
ministers made plain that they 
stood firmly with the Soviet Union 
as an economic and military ally, 
regardless of what other Latin 
A m e r i c a n governments might 
think. 
U.S. Loss, $770 Millions 
Foreign Minister Raul Roa de­ 
clared that Cuba would reject any 
resolution 
the 
Organization 
of 
American States, at its meeting 
opening Aug. 16. might adopt pro­ 
testing Soviet interference in the 
Western Hemisphere He asserted 
the Soviet Union’s offer to defend 
Cuba against aggression could not 
be 
interference 
in 
the 
hemi­ 
sphere’s internal affairs. 
Castro got out of a sick bed dra- 
tically to announce the seizure 
of $770 million worth of American- 
owned property before a cheering 
crowd of 50.000 at the Red-tinged 
Latin American Youth Congress 
early Sunday morning. 
Within hours armed militiamen 
began moving into the plants that 
included the Cuban Electric Co., 
the 300-million-dollar subsidiary of 
the American and Foreign Power 
Co. of New York and the largest 
single investment in the island. 
Others Nationalized 
A ranking official of the firm 
told a reporter “ we don’t have ac­ 
cess to the building.” 
Other major American business­ 
es nationalized were the Cuban 
Telephone Co., in which the Inter­ 
national Telephone and Telegraph 
Co., has a 274-million-dollar equi­ 
ty: the Standard Oil (New Jersey) 
refinery, about $70 million: Tex­ 
aco refinery, $45 to $50 million: 
Sinclair Oil Co. 
operations 
in 
Cuba, worth about $5 million and 
36 American-owned sugar mills 
worth about $200 million. 
Some of these plants had been 
under Cuban government control 
for some time but had not been 
formally expropriated. 
Castro Retaliation 
Castro said that the seizures 
were in retaliation for “economic 
aggression” by the United States 
—and made plain he meant Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower’s slash in U. S. 
imporLs of Cuban sugar. 
M ORE 
Don't Expect Payment 
However, the seizure decree did 
not extend to American banks, 
the 
75-miliion-dollar 
Moa 
Bay 
Mining Co., the Nicaro Nickel 
Processing Corporation, and other 
smaller 
American 
enterprises 
worth about 300 million in all. 
But Castro indicated these may 
be taken over, declaring “we can 
still take a few things more away 
from them (the Americans).” 
The expropriated property will 
be paid for with 50-year bonds at 
2 per cent interest, the decree 
said, but there was doubt whether 
any payments will ever be made. 
With sarcasm, Castro repeated 
an earlier announcement that the 
money would come from one- 
fourth of the value of all Cuban 
sugar bought by the United States 
in excess of 3 million tons yearly 
at

The magazine U. S. News 
and World Report said to­ 
day Soviet ships have been 
delivering 
mysterious ear. 
goes to Havana since June 
28. 
In a copywright article, it 
added that since June 
18 
certain areas of the interior, 
such as th# larga Zapata 
swamp on the south coast, 
hava been put off limits. 
The number of identified 
Soviet technicians who hava 
reached Cuba through nor­ 
mal channels has doubled in 
in the past six weeks, the 
article added, and at least 
200 technicians and advisers 
known to be from the Soviet 
bloc are now in Cuba. 
Crates deliveries by the 
ships, the article said, ara 
large enough to hold parts 
for airplanes or rockets and 
“ get very special care.” 
“ Cuban longshoremen are 
not allowed to handle them. 
They are unloadud by the 
Russian craws.”

Eisenhower Tells Congress 
U.S. Power 2nd To None 
AndWillBeKeptThatWay 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower told Congress to­ 
day this nation’s military power 
“is second to none and will be 
kept that way.” 
Eisenhower said in a message 
to the reconvening Congress that 
if additional funds are needed to 
step up the country’s readiness “I 
shall promptly request the neces­ 
sary funds.” 
Cites Red Troubles 
The 
President 
recited 
recent 
world events which he said de­ 
noted “an intensification of Com­ 
munist truculence ” 
“I n d e e d,” Eisenhower said, 
“the Soviet dictator has talked 
loosely and irresponsibly about a 
possible missile attack on 
the 
United States.” 
Eisenhower recalled the recent 
attack on an American plane over 
international waters. He said the 
Soviet delegation has walked oat 
of the Geneva disarmament nego­ 
tiations. 
House Delays Opening 
“The Communists continue to 
exploit situations of unrest, flag­ 
rantly striving to turn to their 
ends the struggles and hopes of 
peoples for a better world,” he 
said. “These Communist efforts 
have recently reached new* ex­ 
tremes in Central Africa. 
1 
“All of us know about Cuba.” 


Eisenhower's message was di­ 
rected to a Congress that took 
time out for the presidential nomi­ 
nating conventions and now is re­ 
turning for an abbreviated session 
that could have a vital bearing on 
the outcome of the November 
election 
The message was addressed to 
both the Senate and House, even 
though the Senate alone recon­ 
vened today. The House returns 
next Monday. 
Since the House was not in ses­ 
sion, the message for it went to 
the House clerk. 
Eisenhower said that to keep 
the nation in readiness for any 
eventuality he already has taken 
certain “practical measures” to 
strengthen the American military 
posture. 
He said these measures include 
the deployment of additional air­ 
craft carriers to the 6th and 7th 
fleets. He said a number of B47 
medium bombers and accompany­ 
ing tankers which had been sched­ 
uled to be phased out of U 
S. 
forces will be retained in service 
for the time being. 
In the area of long-range pro­ 
gramming, the President said the 
capability of the Strategic Air 
Command to conduct a continuous 
airborne alert will be strength­ 
ened.

23 FIRES CAUSE 
$500,000 LOSS 
SAYS MARSHAL 


Fire loss in Adams County dur­ 
ing the year ending July 31 totaled 
more than a half million dollars, 
county Fire Marshal John Murren 
reported Saturday at the annual 
meeting of the Adams County 
Firem en’s Association at Littles­ 
town. 
The loss, largest in years, was 
caused mostly by two of the 23 
fires to which county firemen 
were called. 
Total 
loss was estimated at 
$542,521. Of that amount $280,000 
loss was caused in the burning of 
the Adams Cc *nty Fruitgrowers 
Cooperative plant at Aspers last 
month and $175,000 by the fire 
at 
the 
Adams 
House-Eberhart 
Apartments here last January. 
Total property damage in the 
23 fires was $266,975. Loss of 
contents was estimated at $275,- 
546. Property saved by the efforts 
of the firemen in the 23 blazes was 
valued at $268,875. 
List* County Fires 
The figures compare to $57,750 
loss to property and $42,650 loss 
to contents, a total of $100,400 in 
1958-59 fires. Property saved in 
those 29 fires was estimated at 
$241,050. 
Murren listed Hie fires during 
the last year as: Seven dwellings 
in which property loss was $12,000 
and contests loss $7,846 with $41,- 
IOO property saved; three bams, 
with

HEART ATTACK

AP I—Luis Angel Firpo died of 
a heart attack Sunday at 65 still 
convinced that he won the heavy­ 
weight championship from Jack 
Dempsey 
almost 
foul- 
decades 
ago. 
It was on Sept. 14, 1923, that 
Fir po stepped in the ring at 
he 
Polo Grounds to battle Dempsey 
for the title. The fight lasted less 
than two round* but it was one 
of the most vicious in history. 
Sever times in little more than 
two minutes, Dempsey knocked 
Firpo to the canvas. Then, with 
less than a minute left, Firpo 
caught 
Dempsey with a lethal 
right to the bead. 
The champion toppled through 
the ring ropes and onto the type­ 
writers of reporters covering the 
fight. He climbed back into the 
ring, covered up for the rest of 
the round and came out fighting 
again in the second. 
Again he caught Firpo and the 
Wild Bull of the Pampas, as he 
had become known, toppled twice 
more. Each time he got up. Then 
at the 57-second mark, Dempsey 
a gam connected and this time 
Firpo didn’t get up. 
The fight established Firpo as 
a national idol here. After meeting 
Dempoey, Firpo fought only twice 
more in the United States. He lost 
both bouts. Then he came back 
to Argentina, fought a few times 
and quit the ring 
‘There were four time* wlien 
I should have been declared the 
champion m thai fight with Demp­ 
sey,” 
Firpo 
recalled 
recently 
“Dempsey fouled me three times 
and siHHild have been disqualified. 
Once he hit me when I was getting 
up and once he hit me when I 
was talking to the referee. 
Earned Half Million 
He earned about a half-million 
dollars fighting and invested it in 
an automobile agency here when 
he retired Then he expanded his 
interests to cattle ranching. He 
recently estimated his fortune as 
several million dollars. 
Dempsey was shocked at Fir- 
po's death. 
* He was the moat dangerous 
man I «ver fought.” said Demp­ 
sey. "His punch, ruggedness and 
raw courage gave boxing one of 
its greatest boosts.
